HIGH SCHOOL SCIENCE 
PROGRAM CONDUCTED BY 
HSS STAFF MEMBERS 


This summer a program in basic sci- 
ence is being conducted for talented 
high school students. The sponsors of 
the program is the National Science 
Foundation, who have awarded Dr. 
Melvin Schwartz a grant to conduct the 
program. The term is from July 5th to 
August 26th, 8 weeks. The students, 
eleven, come mainly from the New 
York area and one from Cincinnati. 
However, they were selected out of ap- 
plications that were received from all 
the SO states. 

The course consists of the following 
agenda: 


1) Morning Lecture — from 8-9:30 
a.m. 


2) Rest of the day spent in research 
work with the students assigned 
to individual investigators. 


3) 5:15 to 6:30 p.m. — another 
lecture. 


Some of the investigators involved in 
the program are Dr. Melvin Schwartz, 
Mr. Joseph Brogan, Assoc. Director of 
the Program and a member of the Bio- 
metrics Laboratory; also: 

Dr. S. Olsson, Dr. H. Firschein,

P. Saville, Dr. E. Smith, Dr. G. Bauer. 

The aim of the program for these stu- 
dents is to illustrate basic concepts and 
problems in physiology by examples 
from the musculo-skeletal system. 

On completion of this course, the 
students will receive a certificate in rec- 
ognition of their work.
